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THE LONDON AND BIRMINGHAM RAILROAD. 


On Monday last several of the directors and shareholders of the above 
company, with their friends, amounting to about 1200, made the fourth 
and last experimental trip, from Euston-grove to Boxmoor, previous to 
that extent of the railway being opened to the public. 

The concourse of persons that were drawn together to witness the start, 
and surrounding the outer part of the railway, wherever a view of the 
trains might be obtained, far exceeded in number the previous occasions. 

The first train, consisting of eleven carriages, containing between 300 
and 400 persons, performed the distance in one hour and twenty minutes, 
without any casualty or interruption having occurred. The second train 
adduced a wonderful proof of the powcr of steam. It consisted of no 
less than twenty-five carriages, in which were seated upwards of 750 per- 
sons, exclusive of the engineers and those employed in the management 
of it, and was propelled by a single engine to Boxmoor, in little more 
than two hours and a quarter. This was spoken of by many scientific 
gentlemen present as an extraordinary achievement, the line being an as- 
cending plane the whole of the distance from London to Boxmoor, and 
more particularly after passing the seventh mile. In this part the ascent 
is 330 inches, and at Boxmoor it is calculated at 170 or 180 feet above 
the level at Euston-grove. The greatest ascent on the railway will be at 
Tring summit, which will be 263 feet. 

The number of carriages that were attached to the second train arose 
from above double the number of visitors attending than had received 
tickets of invitation, but as this was the last experimental trip, the com- 
pany endeavoured, and with success, to gratify the wishes of the former. 
Another obstacle to the speed of the train was, that several new carriages 
were attached that had not been before used, and the weight was con- 
sequently increased by the friction and stiffness of the wheel machinery. 
This alone is calculated by the engineers to have added one-third addi- 
tional weight. The average ascent on the whole line when completed will 
be sixteen inches per mile.

Patents iN Faance,—lIt appears, from authentic documents, that 
ts for inventions and improvements was 
granted in France from the 1st of July, 1791, the period at which they 
were first accorded, to the Ist of January in this year. The account is 
divided into the following periods :—During the Constitutional Monarchy, 
which lasted but three years, sixty-seven patents were granted ; during 
the Republic (fourteen years) 301 ; during the Empire (eight years) 606 ; 
during the Restoration (sixteen years) 3383; during the Monarchy of 
July (seven years) 3018 ; total during the whole period 7375. 

Artesian Wexis.—In the tertiary basin of Perpignan and the chalk 
of Tours there are subterranean waters, which have an enormous upward 
pressure. The water of an Artesian well in Rousillon rises from thirty 
to fifty feet above the surface. At Perpignan and Tours, M. Arago states, 
that the water rushes up with so much force, that a cannon-ball placed 
in the pipe of an Artesian well is instantly,ejected by the ascending stream. 
In Lincolnshire, where wells of this description have been long fully as 
common as in Artois (whence the name Artesian), they are very charac- 
teristically called Blow Wells.—Mechanies’ Magazine.

Mr. Basi Montauk (after the report of the committee of the share- 
holders, detailing the steps they had taken, had been read) said, that 
thongh he was one of. the. directors, he had attended at that meeting at 
the wish of many of the shareholders. He had urged the necessity, at 
the board, of a general meeting being called to meet the wishes of the 

ietors. He considered, however, that there was now little doubt 
but that the directors would call a meeting to dissolve the company, as

The two Houses .of Parliament, the Bank of 
England, the East India Company, the London Docks, and other im- 
portant bodies, make no efforts at concealment—Why then should the 
directors of the. Londonand Greenwich Railway ?—-We copy the following 
from the Morning, Herald of this day :— 

LONDON AND GREENWICH RAILWAY.—Yesterday a special meeting of 
the shareholders in this company was held to take into consideration the 
affairs of the cumpany, and the propriety of completing the line, Sir William 
Beattie was chairman. It appeared that the affairs of the undertaking (from 
a report read) were in an embarrassed state, and that the completion of the 
line could nut be effected until the company received a farther subscription 
from the shareholders. Many claims remained unsettled, for the recovery of 
which the claimants had cx d legal pr dings. These announce- 
ments were received with great dissatisfaction by the shareholders, and after 
a protracted diseussion, it was agreed that the financial and other affairs of 
the company should forthwith be inspected by a committee of nine gentlemen 
appointed by the majority. ‘The other business of the meeting then came on 
—that of the completion of the railway. To effect this it was plainly inti. 
mated that 45,000:. would be required, which sum it was proposed should be 
raised by a fresh issue of shares to the number of 3750, to bear interest at 
the.rate of five per cent. per annum to be taken up by the shareholders, or 
offered to the public. Money to carry on the works would be, it was said, 
immediately required. A calculation had been made that the company was 
losing from 501, to 601. per day by the non-completion of the line. Ultimately, 
it was carried, that the new shares should be both offered to the shareholders 
and the public, and thanks having been given to the chairman and directors, 
the meeting adjourned. 





Expense or A Rartway.—Few persons appear to be aware of the 
enormous expense incurred in the mere working departments of railways, 
to say nothing of acts of Parliament. On the Coventry and Birmingham 
road, eight miles, running over the spot deemed the immediate centre of 
England, costs 16,0007. per mile—128,000/. for the eight miles. There 
are 950 men and boys employed daily; thé number of bricks required for 
the building in the space of the eight miles, is seven millions. There is 
a tunnel in the parish of Berksill of 350 yards; the expense of this tun- 
nel, including labour, bricks, cement, and stone-work for wings and ap- 
proaches, is 7/. 7s. 6d. per yard, or 13,0810. 5s. for the tunnel alone.

There is probably no subject connected with our mineral pro- 
duce which is of such great and general interest to every individual 
in the community, as the supply of that indispensable article coal, 
at a price the most moderate that circumstances will permit. Not- 
withstanding the liberal, and even profuse, manner in which Nature 
has deposited this important mineral throughout a large portion 
of Great Britain, more than one-half of this country is entirely 
destitute of it, and can therefore only obtain a supply from the 
other more favoured portion. The transport of an article so bulky 
as coal, is necessarily attended with great expense—so great, in- 
deed, that were it not much reduced by water-carriage, by tram- 
ways, and various other ingenious arrangements for that purpose— 
there are many parts of England, remote from the coal-producing 
counties, where the price would be far too high to allow of its 
use as an article of generalconsumption. 

In addition to the unavoidable expense of carriage, which forms, 
in many parts of the country the principal part of the cost of coal, 
a considerable tax is imposed on the consumer by those arrange- 
ments which are merely concerned in the transfer of the article 
from one intermediate party to another—each making his profit on 
the transaction, and thus enhancing the value, or rather the price, 
of the commodity previous to its coming into the consumer’s pos- 
session. To a certain extent, there can be no doubt that these 
arrangements are both necessary and beneficial—the coal cannot 
be transferred at once from the pit’s mouth to the consumer’s cel- 
lar—nor can the coal owner in the north of England manage al 
the various details by which the value of his produce is obtained 
from the ultimate purchaser. Intermediate agents thus become 
requisite for carrying on the various arrangements required in the 
transfer of the article; and while legitimately employed in effect- 
ing this object, and deriving only a fair profit from their business, 
the utility of this class of individuals cannot for a moment be 
questioned. Still the power which they possess (having, in fact, 
the whole trade in their hands) of forming a monopoly, subversive 
of the public interests, requires that their conduct should be 
watched with a jealous eye, and carefully examined whenever there 
is reason to suspect it is abused. 

It appears, from a letter inserted in our columns of to-day, that 
a monopoly of the kind we have alluded to, is now carried on to a 
great extent in London by the coal factors, who, using the power 
conferred by their peculiar position, to promote their own interest, 
have practically destroyed the freedom of the coal trade, and esta- 
blished a system which, while it enriches a few individuals, must 
have a most injurious effect upon the community at large, and 
more especially upon the manufacturer and the poorer classes, to 
whose prosperity, and almost existence, an abundant and cheap 
supply of coal is necessary. Assuming our correspondent’s state- 
ment to be correct, the price of coal in London is not regulated 
upon the natural and fair principle of supply and demand, but is 
previously determined by these gentlemen to suit their own inte- 
rest, and should it be likely to fall lower than they wish, it is 
arranged that a very reduced number of cargoes should be offered 
for sale, the other vessels which have arrived being kept back 
and prevented from selling, that they may not reduce the price of 
the article below the standard previously determined upon—of 
course the maximum which, under all circumstances, the coal fac- 
tors think it prudent and consistent with their own safety, to 
wring from the public. Certainly this is a state of things which 
requires examination. 

The quantity of coal annually consumed in London amounts to 
more than two million tons, it will therefore be evident that a 
monopoly so extensive and so lucrative must present temptations 
too alluring to be easily withstood, and more especially when the 
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position which bears so heavily upon all, as a tax on fuel must do, 
is next to be considered, and to this we have little hesitation in 
replying. ‘The Government duty on sea-borne coal, although pro- 
ducing about a million per annum to the revenue, was some‘years 
since, by a wise and liberal policy, abolished—the restrictive sys- 
tem of ‘‘ vend,” which has long been persisted in by the northern 
coal-owners, has latterly been much relaxed, and, according to our 
correspondent, entirely ceased—is it, then, to be borne, that a 
small body of men like the coal factors should deprive the public 
of the advantages which ought to result from these circumstances, 
and monopolise this great and most important branch of trade for 
their own benefit ? 

The ostensible object of all such restrictions—avoiding fluc- 
tuations in price—we hold to be puerile in the extreme. As cir- 
cumstances vary, so ought prices to vary also, and whatever fluc- 
tuations they may undergo in a natural state of things, it is impos- 
sible but what the average should be a fair one, and with this all 
parties should be contented. It is the spirit of the present age to 
abolish monopolies, to let commerce take a free course, and flow 
without restraint in its natural channels. We have seen this prin- 
ciple applied with boldness in nearly all our great commercial re- 
lations, and yet it appears that they are grossly violated in the 
present case, in the heart of our metropolis, and as regards the 
sale of an article in which every individual must feel a direct and 
immediate interest. 

Independently of keeping up the price of coal to an unnatural 
height for their own benefit, the system of the coal factors to which 
we have alluded, is attended indirectly by a still further advance. 
The ships being detained in the pool for an indefinite time, till the 
cargoes can be sold at the prices previously determined upon, as 
our correspondent well observes, “cannot perform any thing like 
the number of voyages which they could, did a different state of 
things exist, and freights are rapidly rising.” Thus, owing to the 
restrictive system allyled to, the cost of transport, in itself una- 
voidably great, is rendered still higher than it ought to be, and the 
consumer has not only to pay for the time consumed in the voyage, 
and in disharging the cargo, but also for the time lost in the river 
in waiting till the factors can impose an unfair price upon him. 

It would be superfluous for us to enlarge upon the evils of the 
system to which we have now directed attention, a system which 
has for its object the exclusive benefit of a small number of indi- 
viduals, but as regards the public is productive of unmixed evil. 
We shall from time to time continue to resume the subject, and in 
thus giving it publicity, we have no doubt that much may be 
effected towards the removal of an evil of such magnitude, as to 
deserve the serious consideration both of the coal producers and 
coal consumers, to both of whom we conceive it to be equally 
injurious. 








It is with much pleasure that we refer our readers to an article 
in another column, on the conduct of the Brazilian Government 
with reference to English companies, for carrying on mines and 
public works in that country. We have not space hereto dilate on 
the subject, further than to notice the reduction of duty which the 
Imperial Brazilian Company has now obtained, and the advantages 
likely to accrue from the privileges lately conceded to the “ Rio 
Doce Company,” shewing an evident disposition on the part of the 
Government to afford every facility to projects calculated to deve- 
lope the resources of that country. We cannot entertain a doubt 
but that beneficial results will thence arise, not only to the adven- 
turers in mines, and the several undertakings for facilitating com- 
mercial intercourse, but also to the capitalist, who may have in- 
vested his property in the loans. raised by that country. There 
exists an evident desire on the part of the Brazilian Government, 
to perform all their engagements faithfully, and we observe with 
pleasure this instance of their anxiety, as it is their interest to have 
the resources of the country more fully developed, by the applica- 
tion of English capital and English enterprise, so as to enable them 
to carry into effect the desired objects. 

The importance of the reduction of the duty from 25 to 10 per 
cent. will be readily seen from the following statement of the re- 
turns of the mine, since operations were commenced :—

30/1. 10s., the amount actually paid to December, 1836—the capi- 
tal subscribed being 20/. per share, and thus shewing a return of 
more than 200 per cent. on the capital employed. 

It will, therefore, be observed, that from the formation of the 
company to the present time, in addition to the dividends made, 
there would have been an average annual increase of 15,000/. to

It is very gratifying to us to be able to announce, that the Brazilian 
Chambers have at last yielded to the strong and just representations of 
the Imperial Brazilian Mining Company, and reduced the enormous duty 
of twenty-five per cent., on the gold from the Gongo Soco Mine to ten 
per cent., which is only five per cent. more than the Brazilians nominally 
pay; we say nominally, because although the Brazilians should by law 
pay five per cent., and the gold produced by them, amounts in all pro- 
bability to near 7500 lbs. per annum, on which the duty from the natives 

vould amount to about 375 lbs. weight, it seldom amounts to more than 
30 lbs.; showing a very considerable defficit. Much praise is due to the 
able management in this negotiation of Mr. G. V. Duval, the company’s 
present manager, in Brazil, while equal praise is due to the Chambers and 
present government for thus doing justice at a time when the country can 
east afford losing any portion of its revenue, having merely by the difference 
pf exchange, from 40d. to 27d., to provide for an additional remittance of 
about 70,000/. per annum on the dividends of the loans made. We are the 
more desirous of directing attention to thisact ofequity, or rather of justice on 
he part of the Brazilian government, as until now it was, we have reason to 
believe, the only instance of want of fairness that could be adduced, its 
obligations having been ever discharged with scrupulous exactness. 

As closely allied to the mining interests in Brazil, we might cite the 
pbjects of the Rio Doce Company. It cannot be denied, that the under- 

aking of this company is one of the fairest anc most intelligible that 
has for years been conceived. There is, we believe, hardly one 
South American company in which the residents there bond fide hold 

single share, and more than a fourth of the shares of this company are 
held by Brazilians, which cannot but be a certain indication of the pro- 
mise of the undertaking, for capital is not abundant in Brazil, nor is 
here, generally speaking, in that country much disposition to associate 
n an undertaking, arising from the abundance of opportunities of pro- 
_ “fitable employment of capital. 

» We understand that the Provincial Government of Minas Geraes is 
bout to support this enterprize, from which the only beneficial mode 
bf communication with the sea can be expected for that province ; and 
hat the Brazilian Ambassador, has considered it worthy of notice 

his official dispatches, advising the Imperial Government to insure 
he vigorous continuance of this enterprize, by becoming itself a holder 
‘or two thousand shares ; thus tending to establish credit and confidence 
in the enterprize. 

We are not aware how far the various English Mining Companies in 
Minas Geraes, have given their support to the Rio Doce Company, 

ough we believe that each of the acting managers at Gongo Soco, Cata- 
branca, and Itabira, Minas Geraes, and the Candonga mine, have expressed 
hemselves in favour of the enterprize.

ON THE CAUSE OF THE INFERIORITY OF IRON MADE BY 
THE PATENT HOT-BLAST. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sir,—The inferior quality of the iron made by the “ patent hot-blast,” 
as lately been brought forward in your valuable Journal, and the state- 
ment of your correspondent, ‘‘ A Founder,’’ as to its not possessing the 
ame degree of strength as that made by the usual process, agrees with 
hat I have before heard respecting it. It must be quite evident, that 

y difference in the quality of the metal can only be occasioned by a dif- 
erence in chemical composition ; and should the nature of this difference 
e ascertained, as doubtless it will be, by analysis, the first step, and that 

rhaps a material one, will have been made to its removal. 

Believing that some light might be thrown on the subject in question, by 
onsidering the different chemical changes which may probably take place 
n the farnace, according to the new system of using raw coal and hot air, 
ind by the old plan of feeding the furnace with coke and employing a 
last of cold air, I have given some consideration to the subject, and beg 
o forward you the results, which, should they be verified by others, may 
end to elucidate the interesting subject to which you have very properly 
irected attention, or if fallacious, may elicit more correct views. 

In the ordinary process of smelting, the furnace is charged with roasted 

(or ‘* mine ’’) and coke in nearly equal quantities, and limestone in 
huch smaller but variable proportions. The iron ore may be considered 
s an oxide of iron, combined with earthy matter—the coke as consisting, 
p great measure, of carbon. These materials are accumulated in i 

yers in the upper part of the furnace, and are exposed to intense heat, 
reduced by a powerful blast, as they descend into the lower part. During 
his operation the earthy impurities of the iron combine with the limestone, 
rming slag, while the oxygen of the iron unites with the carbon of the 
oke, forming, probably, carbonic oxide, which escapes from the tunnel 
pad in a gaseous form. The iron is thus reduced to the metallic state, 
nt having a great affinity for carbon, it combines, during the process, 
ith a portion from the coke, and thus becomes “ pig-iron,”’ or carburet 

iron, the quality depending, in great measure, on_ the proportion of 

rbon which it thus takes up. 

Such being the state of things (and I believe it will represent them 
early) by the old precess of using coke and the cold-blast, let us now 
ousider how far it will differ in smelting by the new process, or using 

w coal and the hot-blast. In order to simplify the subject, we may 
rst consider the difference Y abun by using heated air for the blast, as 

is in this that the great advantage of the process. consists. It is, I be- 

ve, generally admitt.d, that the economy of the hot-blast consists in 
peeping up the necessary degree of heat in, the furnace, by the introduc- 
pn of air at a high temperature, instead of continually cooling it by 
wing a vast volume of air at the ordinary temperature into the hottest 
nd that the great advantage obtained, arises simply from avoiding 
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is rapidly refrigerating process, and the consequent loss both of heat 
iat took As regards chemical changes, we’ may therefore dismiss the 
hot-blast altogether, and proceed to consider what operations take place 
in the furnace, as before; the only difference being the substitution of 
raw coal instead of coke. 

The furnace being charged with the usual proportions of iron orépraw 
coul, and limestone, in the manner before stated, the mass is ated: 
by intense heat below, and the coal will immediately undergo; n0# | 
usual process of carbonization, but a rapid, although, perhaps, im 
plete combustion. The precise nature of this partial com ; 
not, perhaps, very easy to trace ; there can be little doubt, howe 
one of its results, and probably the most important, will be a. copious 
evolution of carburetted hydrogen, the volatile products combining 
with and carrying off a considerable proportion of thetarbon contained 
in the coal. Here, then, we have a eayse which may, perhaps, ma- 
terially influence the quality of the iron produced, in the diminished 
proportion of one of the ingredients which performs a most impor- 
tant office in the process. The furnace not containing its usual 
quantity of carbon, it is probable that a portion of the oxygen with 
which it is intended to combine, may still be retained by the iron, while 
another, and perhaps still more important consequence may result, that 
the iron itself may not combine with its due proportion of carbon, that 
substance not being in sufficient excess, and it is well known that the 
quality of iron depends very much on this circumstance—the best sorts 
of iron always containing the largest proportion of carbon. It may be 
said that the actual quantity of carbon which combines with the iron, is 
under any circumstances very small, still it is quite possible that a large ex- 
cess of carbon may be necessary in order to form that combination. 

According to this view of the case, it will appear that the patent hot- 
blast iron may contain either too much oxygen, or too small a propor- 
tion of carbon, or both of these results may take place—either of them 
affording sufficient reascn for its being weaker or of inferior quality to tbat 
produced by the ordinary process. It appears to me most probable that 
it is this diminished quantity of carbon which occasions the brittleness 
complained of in the hot-blast iron, as those qualities of ordinary pig- 
iron which contain the smallest proportion of carbon are well known to 
be of a weak and brittle nature, and are hence little used for foundry pur- 
poses—the carbon, within certain limits, appearing to impart both strength 
and toughness to the metal. Here then, we have, perhaps, found an an- 
swer to your correspondent’s pointed remark, ‘‘ what has become of the 
obdurate toughness of the genuine Scottish cold-blast pigs? ’’—a careful 
comparative analysis of iron obtained by both processes, would, however, 
be the best, and perhaps the only method of ascertaining the fact, which 
seems thus to be rendered probable from chemical analogy. 

Should the view I have taken be correct, the most obvious means of 
improving the quality of the hot-blast iron, would be by returning to the for- 
mer plan of using coke instead of raw coal, thus avoiding the injurious effect 
of retaining the volatile matter of the coal in the farnace—and it would ap- 
pear indeed that the waste occasioned by the coking process is rather appa- 
rent than real. A very ingenious plan was invented some years ago by Lord 
Dundonald, by which the volatile elements of coal could be preserved in 
coking by a rude species of distillation—whether the value of these pro- 
ducts would leave a profit on the expense of the process, is of course a 
matter of calculation ; in many places it is probable they would. 

The reason of iron of superior quality being obtained by the use of 
anthracite coal combined with the hot-blast, seems sufficiently evident : 
anthracite, in its natural state, contains a very large proportion of carbon, 
and is, therefore, very nearly the same, chemically, with the substance 
obtained by coking bituminous coal ; and by a proper modification of the 
smelting process, may even trom some peculiarity answer better than the 
latter, while, from the less inflammable nature of this mineral, it is highly 
probable that sufficient heat could not be obtained for a successful result 
until Mr. Crane’s recent application of the hot-blast, thus fully accounting 
for former failures. 

In offering these remarks, I am well aware of the many singular and 
anomalous facts which are presented to us in the manutacture of this 
metal, and the consequent difficulty of deducing theoretical conclusions 
relative to it. The knowledge of this circumstance ought, however, 
rather to stimulate than to repress investigation, before which such dif- 
ficulties have often been found to disappear, and after a time, will pro- 
bably do so in the present case.

THE COAL TRADE.—THE MONOPOLY OF THE COAL 
FACTORS OF LONDON. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sir,—As the mining and commercial interests of England, and their 
various branches in this city, have ever found a ready and uncompromising 
advocate in yourself, in all cases, where consistenly with justice and every 
principle of fair and open trading, such an advocate has been required, al- 
low me to call your attention toa combination, I believe as yet little 
known to the public of London, but which)as the severe months of winter 
approach, will be deeply felt by all classes—by the poor and destitute, 
whose condition, heaven knows, is at thistime bad enough ; and by the 
manufacturer, who in the recent depression of trade and scarcity of 
money, has had already sufficient to contend with. During the past year 
I have observed in the pages of your Journa! several communications on 
similar subjects to this, but since that period the case has been materially 
changed. The restrictions in the North of England among the coal 
owners have entirely ceased, they found their trade, both over sea, with 
London, andthe coast, increase to such an extent, that these restrictions 
were no longer required ; they accordingly died a natural death—not so, 
those among the coal factors of London, a class of gentlemen, from the 
very nature of their business, opulent and wealthy—a class, who have 
the coal trade of this city in their own hands, and who certainly ayail 
themselves of it to an unwarrantable extent, to serve their own ends. In 
almost every case uniting the shipowner to the factor, and in every case 
freighting and chartering ships on their own account, the sudden fluctua- 
tions of a free and open market would be death to these disinterested indi- 
viduals ; they accordingly arrange the sale and the prices with as much 
certainty and regularity upstairs, and before the market hour, as is pos- 
sible to imagine ; and if the trade is dull (as during the summer months 
it generally is) a reduced number of ships are offered for sale to meet the 
depression. Thus I have known during June, and the early part of this 
month, and that too. while a fleet of three to four hundred ships was in 
the river, only thirty ships offered by the factors, and even many of them 
not sold because the price demanded could not be obtained. 

I shall be met here, I dare say, by a counter argument from some inte- 
rested person, that the factors ‘* have a right to do what they will with 
their own ;’’ but have a body of some fifteen individuals a right, I de- 
mand, to controul and govern the coal trade of this city for their own sole 
benefit ?, By the system they adopt, ships are detained here three weeks 
and a month, wailing till the merchants will give their price; and as under 
this system they cannot perform any thing like the number of, voyages 
they could did a different state of things exist, freights are rapidly rising. 
In this system they are assisted by the collieries who found their own _re- 
strictions—needless there, while so ably supported here—and in all char- 
ters, except when ships are chartered for’ dispatch, reservation is made 
that the ships conform to the factors regulations. I have known many in- 
stances too, where every obstacle has been thrown in the way of a ship 
which was supposed by the fitter at the colliery not to be' loading for the 
market, and where, as in the cases of the Olive Branch and the Lavinia 
(See page 182, ‘‘ Coal Trade Report,’’ 1836), they have not conformed to 
the factors regulations in waiting their turn for sale, they have been re- 
fused to be loaded at all. ~ , 

The merchants are told, when complaining of this unnatural state of 
things, that it is for their benefit it should exist; that it obviates sudden 
depression in an article of which they are oftentimes large holders: this 
may, and perhaps is, partly true, but the merchants of London (and I am 
sure I am speaking the sentiments of nine-tenth’s among them) desire 
to see their market a fair and open one, unshackled, by restrictions and 
ungoverned by monopoly—they wish the price to be regulated not by the 
voice of the sellers only, but by the supply and demand—not the supply 
of the thirty out of three hundred ships, but by the fair offer of the whole: 

As it is, the coal merchants and the public are the tools of the factors, 
nor can they help themselves or obviate these evils but by organizing 
some system, in which one or more collieries might be induced to join ; 
were this the case, the collieries. so coming forward by appointing an agent 
on the market, independent of both factor apd buyer, would . offer to the 
shipowner advantages over the rest, in an immediate sale on arriving in 


the port of London ; this would reduce the price of freights, and were the 
eoal.a good one, the merchants being enabled to purchase at a reduced 
} ratio, would be constant customers ; and this, I venture to predict would, 
were it carried on but for a little while, destroy the present system entirely. 

With any of your readers who may think as I do on this subject, and 
who may wish to see the coal trade again an open and a free one, I shall 
be most happy to communicate ; I-have no end to serve but the general 
good, and could my suggestions thus carelessly thrown out, be the means 
of furthering that object, it would be a source of much satisfaction to

TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sir,—After toiling for years in the hope of obtaining an instrument, 
that with common precautions only might be confidently relied upon for 
diminishing the numberof those dreadful accidents occurring in mining 
operations, and arising from the abundant presence either of fire-damp, 
or of other deleterious gases, and after at length perfecting an invention 
which, if not, the long-sought desideratum (or if it is not, in fact, found 
to combine all those advantages which we, ourselves, have been aiming 
aty, must, in our humble opinion, prove a powerful means towards the 
accomplishment of this so long desired end; it seemed not unlikely, that 
we should have to encounter a new, and by no means trifling difficulty in 
giving to our plans, that prompt and general publicity requisite for ren- 
dering them immediately and extensively useful, when, at such juncture, 
we receive your kind communication, with an offer of your valuable assist- 
ance, in bringing the merits of this question. before that large and influen- 
tial body composing the mining interest, and chiefly concerned in its 
success, 

We need scarcely attempt to express, Sir, how grateful such an offer 
must be to our feelings, but we can hardly be expected to refrain from 
taking the opportunity, that now in a messure forces itself upon us, of 
paying our acknowledgements to that evident disposition on your part, 
whilst catering for the varied tastes of your numerous readers, to select for 
their especial attention and patronage, that which appears likely to. be 
really and permanently useful, whilst the desire you are continually 
evincing to bring into notice any successful efforts for promoting the 
economy either of life or property, in that very extensive department of 
the national industry to which your Journal is especially devoted, deserves 
the thanks not of ourselves only, but of projectors in general. 

Your attention appears to have been drawn to a letter of ours, addressed 
to the Times of Friday, the 7th inst., and kindly inserted for us by the 
editor of that paper, in which allusion is made to a newly-invented life- 
lamp and life apparatus, adapted for all the more daringly hazardous or 
peculiarly fatiguing operations, more especially attendant upon coal 
working, as in the formation of the head-ways or gas-drifts, in the trying 
or setting to rights of an abandoned or long neglected mine, in changing 
the air-courses, in repairing or placing the traps or man-doors, in the 
working of any pillars, or the draining of any blowers or goafs, whether of 
carbonic acid gas or of carburetted hydrogen (for the life-lamp, although 
portable, burns with equal certainty and safety, either amidst fire-damp, 
black-damp, or choke-damp), and in short, in all cases of especial danger 
arising from noxious vapours or gases. 

Aitached to the life-lamp, and to be used at pleasure, is an apparatus 
which so greatly facilitates respirationas to prevent a danger of suffocation, 
so that the protection afforded is complete. 

Arrangements may ‘be made without any great difficulty, either for the 
working of the whole mine or of any particularly fiery seam by the aid of 
this invention, saving the necessity sometimes of sinking an additional 
shaft; but the more especial advantages derived’ from it result from the 
facility with which it can be employed in all difficulties as a preventive 
against dreaded contingencies. ! 

Before proceeding, however, to any lengthened description of the life- 
lamp and life apparatus, it becomes desirable, and it may even perhaps, 
prove essential to ensuring their pretty general employment, and there- 
fore, success, that we should point out (if, indeed, we ought to have‘ahy 
regard to the carrying on of such dangerous operations with any thing 
like certainty as to the result; if, indeed, we ought practically as well as 
theoretically to pay any attention to the saving of life, of time, and of 
ultimate expense) the absolute necessity existing for their employment, not- 
withstanding any strong or apparently reasonable prejudices, that owing 
to a want of the proper knowledge might at first present themselves. 

In order to prove then, Sir, that such necessity actually exists, we 
cannot do better, perhaps, than by giving you a short sketch of our pro- 
gress, including our attempts to improve upon various other inventions, 
and more especially upon the Davy lamp, with the reasons, that those 
attempts, however promising at first, did not ultimately succeed beyond 
a necessarily limited extent. 

It will be necessary, moreover, for us to point out the utter hopeless- 
ness in our opinion (an opinion resulting to us entirely from experiment) 
of, at any time, expecting the introduction of any great or extensive range 
of improvements in the Davy lamp, farther than those we shall ourselves 
be found to have already accomplished long since, in our double Davy 
lamp for example, and still more successfully in our proof Davy lamp, 
warranted safe in air currents, without compromising in some measure the 
present usefulness of that valuable invention, for such, we find, is the 
peculiar and intrinsic merit of the Davy lamp, that it is quite impossible 
to introduce any change or alteration whatever, with a view to increase 
safety without producing an effect analogous to that we describe. 

Whilst adopting this course then, Sir, of nicely weighing between the 
merits of our own and other inventions, and of pointing out the extent to 
which they may each of them be securely trusted, if, indeed, we shall not 
be intruding too much upon your valuable columns, we may have an op- 
portunity perhaps, of obtaining the public confidence in its behalf, and of 
securing to this invention, upon all occasions, a full and impartial trial. 

In our next, therefore, which will be chiefly confined to our improve- 
ments upon the Davy lamp, we shall feel thankful, notwithstanding the 
many able articles that have already appeared in your paper .on. that 
subject, upon being permitted to make a few observations on the nature 
of the Davy lamp itself.
